Ulittozious St. George, Spain 
of her Jago. France ot St. Dennis, Scotland 
of St. Andrew, whole Trois they Annually 
wear in his Conmie-igzation; As the Britains 
Celchzate their St. Davids Day, by wearing 
a Leehein Londur ut him: And why the 
Hibernian Patton ould not receive his juſt 
and due Commemozation, J think little can be 
objected againit it, but rather all muſt yield 
to the. Juunclg and Equality of lo Honoura⸗ 
ble a Kememtzance; cl pecially ſeeing the kame 
ok his mighty Tlatvur, and puiſlanr Courage 
runs in an equal, if not a larger Stream than 
the reſt ot his Fellows. 

Ie thall thereloze, to give him his pꝛoper 
Applaiiſe, Diſcourſe of his gzeat Atcheibements, 
Mighty ppꝛowe. , Wonderful Succefles, and 
Strange Adventures, as they offer themlelves 
unto us ſeparately and apart łrom the other ũx; 
and herein we thall {krictty keep to the belt Au⸗ 
thoꝛs in this caie Extant. 

Know therefoze, that the Seven Champions 
ol Chriſtendom, which we jutt now- recited, 
were extont in the Mold at one and the lame 
time; only the Heroick St. George of Eng- 
land camc laſt by Birth; but upon that Occa⸗ 
ſion, he was foxtunarely the oceaſion of all the 

wonders 
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St. Patrick of Helandd. 3 
wonders perfoꝛmed by the other ſix, as the kol⸗ 
towing Relation will at large inloꝛm vou. 

Jn the Year of our Redemption thꝛee Hun⸗ 
dꝛed Sixty one, One Calphurnius oz Cal- 
phurcuus a man Ponozable and well Eſteemed, 
begat a Son of Conchella his Wife, who 
when he was Baptized was called Suchar oz 
Socher, atterward called by St. Germanus, 
Magonius ; but at laſt Celettine, the firſt Biſthap 
ol Rome, called him Patrick. *. 

This Patrick was bozn upon the Coaſt of 
Britain, in a plate called by the Antients. Txi- 
burnia 82 Hiburnia. And being yct a Child, 
was inſtructed in luch parts ol Learning as his 
tender years were capable ok; wherein he pꝛo⸗ 
fited, to the Admiration of fuch as knew him, 
till that upon a time the Iriſh having made an 
Inroad upon that Country, carried away az 
mong the reſt of the Spoil, a gzeat many Childzen 
and Poung Men, of which Number Poung 
Patrick being but a Stripling, had the misfoy- 
tune; '02 rather the foztune to make one. 

The Pirate (fo2 ſuch they were that 
carried them away) having arrived ſafe ar 
their own Country, and divided the Spoyl ; 
Ye to whoſe ſhare Patrick fell, ſold. him to an 
Iruh Man, who pelently 'ſet him to keep a 
Herd of Swine, which gaeved the Youth. ex: 
ctedingly: Pet ſeeing no viſibke way under 
Heaven, whereby he could be delivered, he re- 
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ſolves to bear his burden patiently, and tu put all 
his Confidence in God, that in due time he would 
find out a way to inlarge him from that Slavery 
under which he was. Six years continued he in 
this condition; at · the end of which time, Divine 
pꝛovidente dircdted him (as he was in the Field 
feeding the Swine ) where there was a Trea⸗ 
ſure hidden in the Earth, which when he had 
found ; his nert care was,to try if by its mcans 
he might woꝛk out his deliverance ; Therekoꝛe

he came to his Mater, infinuating, that if he 
ſhould accept of a little Money, to let him go, 


he thought he could pꝛocure it; the other readi⸗ 
ly actepts the Motion; ſo that having payed 


him down a round Sum of his new-found Gold, g 


he kreely diſcharged him. 
patrick being now releaſed from his bondage, 


did not ſtand long debating what to do, but lay: - 


ing hold on the firſt oppoꝛtunity, he returned 
home to his Native Country, to the g2eat la⸗ 
tisfaction of his Friends and koꝛmer Acquain⸗ 
tance, 'being almoſt hopeleſs ever to ſee him 
again. Pet the Joy which he had to ſee his 
Friends, was not without mixture of Gꝛtet and 
Sozrow; fo: in his Abſence a g:ievous and 
deadly Hertſie had crept in into the Country, 
which with its venemous plague infected the 
minds of a gzeatmanp People. This Hereſit

This tonluming flame ſtill gzowing, means 
were uſed by the moze Oꝛthodorx -Divines of 
that time fo2 its extinguiſhing ; koꝛ which end 
St. Jermanus Bithop of Aixen, and St. Lu- 
pus Biſhop of Trecaſs came to Britain, who 
Laboured mightily to infozm the People, and 
to reclaim them. from their Errors; Patrick 
having occaſion to hear St. Jermanus Peach, 
was erceedingly taken with him: Thercfoze 
having ſnlinuated himſelf into his Acquain- 
tance, became very familiar with him, and 
gave himſelf, fo2 many Years, to be inſtructed 
by him, being as vet called Magonius; his. 
only Study was ſupernatural knowledge, hav: 
ing quite withdzawn himſelf. from the Tares 
and Uexations of the Would, he totally -dedf- 
eated himſelf to Piety and Devotion. 

Having thus by long and ſerious Study ac- 
tompliſhed himſelf with Learning, he reſolved 
to imploy his Talent among the Poo? ignorant 
Iriſh, whole darkneſs and miſery he was koz⸗ 
merly acquainted with: Wheretoze he takes 
a Journy to Rome, and caſts himſelf at Cæ⸗ 
leſtines feet, beſeeching him that he would uſe 
ſome means fo2 inſtructing that People, who 
though they were Ignorant, vet were tracta- 
ble, and might be infozned ; Czleſtine highly 
applauded his requeſt, imploying himſelf ag 
the fitteſt Inſtrument to manage the UWozk. 
Having likewſle inveſted him in the Piicltly

Office, he called his Name Patricius, hoping ! 
he would be a Spiritual Father to many, and 
lo diſpatched him-fo2 Ireland. | 

This Holy Man returned about the Pear 
425. of whoſe Arrival, when the Jnhabitants. - 
were certified, they came in valt. Multitudes 
to lee him; koꝛ although ſome there were among 
them that endcavoured to put him out of the 
Country, vet the far g2eater part of the People 
did cleave to him, as to a Father; fo2 there 
were in him many qualifications [ufficient to 
conciliate their reſpects to him, being eloquent 
without affectation, humble without dilſimulati⸗ 
on, t Mave without ſullenne[s ; Add to rhele, his 
meat derterity in ſpeaking the Iriſh Language, 
wherein he was tho2r of none of the Parives ; 
allo his Acquaintance with their Manners, 
whereby he had a g2zeat advantage fo2 further 
gaining of them; but that which gave him moſt 
ſucceſs, was the ſingular bleſſing of God upon 
his labours, by which in a ſhozt time he gained 
a vaſt Multitude of Men and Women to the 
Chriſfian Faith. 

Thus Patrick like a faithful Shcepherd 
watches over his Flock daily, inſtructifig young ' 
Converts in the Knowledg of Thult, ſtrength: | 
ning others in the Faith, and erhozting all to 
n tri and auſtere Like. Alſo, he ſtrenuoully 
refuted rhe Errors of bereticks, and confounded 
the Gain{aying MWagitians ; he often may |

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Sick upon their Beds, nouriſhing their minds 
with Golpel⸗Food: ſometimes alſo, when he law 
it needful, he with his Pꝛayers Healed their 


Bodies of their Diſcales. 


As Patrick followed this courſe of Like, 
many there were who with a perverſe mind op- 
poſed his Doctrine, others as it were haulting 
betwixt two opinions, not knowing which to 
follow, g2catly befiring of the Holy Man, that 
he would ſhew them ſome Uiſible Sign of 
theſe Joyes of Heaven, and Tounents of Well, 
which he P2cached ; he hearing this, did with⸗ 
dꝛaw himlelk a fo little ſpace, and having ap- 
plyed himlelk to God, he carneſtly belought 
him that fo2 once he would condetccnd to their 
requeſt, The Almighty was not Deaf to his 
Payers, by whole inſpiration, he went towards 
the South parts of Ireland, there in a deſolate 
place he found a Cave ; into which, if any did en- 
ter, there leemed to appear to them moſt hoꝛri⸗ 
ble Apparitions in divers and fearful ſhapes ; 
of which, Girald of Wells who lived akout the 
Year One Thouland One Yundyed and Eighty, 
Whites thus: There is, faith he, a place in 
the kurther Parts of Neſter, wherein there 
is an Illand divided into two parts, whereof 
one part is very Religious, having a large 
Church, which is Famous fo the concourſe of 
Engliſh. to it. The other part being Wild 
and Uninhabited, ig ſaid ro be poſſeed only 
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by Dæmons, there they are viſiblyſeen to marth 
up and down in gzeat Troops.

N O ſgoncr were theſe Goblins diſperſed,

a gentle gale, viewing her ſtately Maſts, and 
glittering Sterne in the Chiſtal Flood, whilſt 
Silver-Whitings, Enaminell'd Salmons, and 
bꝛoad Turbants, of their owne accoꝛd p2erent: 
ed themſelves on the deck to feaſt the Pꝛincely 
Champion, to whom Neptune ſeemed to have 
religned the Dominion of the Sea. Moꝛ was 


the Lozd of the Airy Region behind hand with 


his preſents to our Ualiant Hero, fo2 Duck, 
Teal, and Widgeon, with all other lozts of 
Water Fowle came to the Ship in ſuch a: 
bundance, that they Were fo2ced to calk many 
ok them over into the Sea. 

Now entering the Mediteranian Seca, they 
paſſed by the Rich Countryes of Spain, Italy, 
and the Toaſt of Barbary ; and putting in- 
to one of che Ports belonging ro the King: 
dom of Naples, they furniſhed their Ship 
with ſuch Neceſlarics as they ſtood in need of ; 

and then continued their Moyage towards the 
Archipellago : where mecting with two great 
Ea'lies belonging to the Turkiſh Port, they 
were (aluted with a Thundzing Broad-Side 
from the firſt, which laid the Main⸗Malt 
fat upon Weck; fo that it was in vain to 
hope by flight to Eſcape their fury ; But had 
fe LigCcl had all her Wings, the great 10 

trie 
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trick who never knew what 'twas to turn 
his back upon danger; bravely animated his 
men to a Noble defence, alluring them, ik once 
the Turks tame to Grapple with him, they 
ould dearly pay foz. the damage they had tul- 
rained by them; then the other Gally com⸗ 
ing up, Gaulled the other fide of our Cham- 
pions Ship with ſhowres of ſmall ſhot ; but 
they found not the b2zave Iriſh Knight un⸗ 
| gretecull to any of their Attacques ; for he ig 
well played his Poꝛt⸗holes, that he might per- 
teive divers bzeaches his thor had made in the 
huge ſides of rheir large Gallies ; beſides, ma- 
ny of their men that had been laid upon Deck 
by his Mulgquets : The hzave reſiſtance that 
our Noble Chevalier made, ſtriking no [mall 
Terrour into the Turkiſh Commanders ; 
who being much incenled to lee two great 
Gallies ſo defeated by a ſmall Friggot ; one 
of them with furious reſolution clapping on 
his grapling Jrons, endeavoured to board the 
ſhip of our Noble Patrick, but was pꝛeven⸗ 
ted by his Courage: fo2 no ſooner perceived he 
that the veſſels were linked together, but koꝛth⸗ 
with with a Courage Excceding all but him⸗ 
ſelf, he leapt on Board the Turk, and in little 
time had covered the Deck, with Bodies that 
were mowed down like ſtubble by his ictozi⸗ 
dus Swozd ; then ſecing the way clear to the 
Captam, he made up to him with ſuch bzave- 
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rp, that the Jnſidel, was going to deliver him 
his Cimeter; Know baſe Dogg (aid the 
mighty Patrick) That thy Fawning ſhall not 
ſo Reconcile me to thy Beſtial Submiſſion, 
but I will ſend thy black Soul, to tell thoſe 
that are ſent before the, that thy Brutiſh 


Cruelties, have received their juſt Recom- 


pence at my Unconquerable Hand. And at 
that wozd giving him a downright blow upon 
the Head, he bꝛobe his Cimeter, with which he 
endeavoured to defend himſelf, and parted his 
Head in two parts juſt in the midſt; ſo that 
one half falling on the right Houlder, and the 
other on the left ; and in this Poſture carried 
them into the other Wozld, as a double Tro⸗ 
phy to the Ualour of St. Patrick. The rc: 


maining few in that Gally ſecing the Fate of | 


their Leader, and fellow Souldicrs, kell at his 
keet, beſeeching him to ſpare their Contempti: 
ble Lives, that they might make known among 
their Country men, the High Pꝛailes due to 
his Inimitable Ualour. His generous Heat 
being pacificd with their humble Submilliong, 
eaſily was prevailed upon to give them their 
worthleſs Lives: Then ſecuring them un⸗ 
der one ol their own Matches; he turned to ſce 
what was betome of the other Gally; but her 
Commander ſecihg the Fate of his Bzother 
Pyrate, had wiſely Conveyed his Ueſſel. lo 
= out of the Stoun, that it being near Night, 

and 
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and St. Patricks Ueflel much diſabled, he 
thought not ſit at that time to make alter 
Her: but ozdering his men to take notice ot 
what loſs had hapned amongſt the Turks, 
they found that two. Hundred and Eighty had 
fallen by the alone hand of St. Patrick, beſides 
the Captain : which Bodies having been thrown 


over Board, they returned to Examine the Ua- 


lue of their Prize, which could not well be 
Computed, ſhe being molt Richly Loaden with 
abundance of Silks; beſides great ſtoze of 
Gold, Pearl, and Spices.. The greateſt part 
whereof, he like a Generous Captain diſtri- 
buted amongſt his Souldiers, the better to 
Incourage them in another Tiſficulty ; and 
counting his own Loſs, he found but one of 
his men Killed, and three Wounded ; ſo that 
reckoning the many Slain and Wounded in 
that other Gally that went off, this will ap: 
pear to be as ſtrange a Uicto2y as perhaps any 
Stozy makes mention ok. = 

The greateſt part of that Pight was ſpcnt 
in unloading-the Gally, by taking our the Thoi⸗ 
teſt Goods, and Stowing them in their own 
Frigat ; ſo thar by the next mozning they had 
little to do but to fit their Ueſlel rhe beſt they 
could fo2 the remainder of their Noyage; which 
began now to ſhozten. They had a reſerve 
on Board foz ſuch Accidents, and in little time 
had fitted on new. Shꝛouds, mended their Sails, 
A and 
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and repaired the Maſt : So leaving the Gal» 
ly to the condud of the few Slaves that remai⸗ 
ned in her, They made with all the Sail 
they could to the Country of Grecce, and in 
few wecks came in ſight of the Jfle of Chios; 
and makeing to the Barbour, they ſpent ſome 
dayes there; in dilpoleing of luch Commodities 
as they thought good to part with; and kur⸗ 
niſhing them with luch Nccefaries as they 
ſtood in need of. Here likewile they met with 


ſome Engliſh Merchant, by whom they lent 


home wod of their ſafe Arrival on that Toaſt, 
and of the ſtrange Adventures perfouned by 
the famous St. Patrick by the way. Depar⸗ 
ting from Chios, the Heroick Champion con: 


tinued his Reſotution foz the Concincat ok | 


Grecia; intending by Land to Travel to the 
Mighty City build by the Great Conſtantine of 
England, of the which place, that Age talked 
Wonders; ſo in few days Arriving at——4 
Pot of Dalmatia ; ye took a Lodging fo: him- 
ſclf and his Page Mac, pꝛoviding a convenient 
ſtable foꝛ Crapiero, of whom you have heard 
nothing a long time, the wooden Hozſe having 
been in his ſtead: but now we have bꝛought 


pur Knight on ſhoze, we ſhall have occaſion to 


mention him in our Travels. St. Patrick ha: 
ving Landed ſuch pzincipal things as he moſt

and lo left hint to call the Pzinces and Ladyes 
of the Court together, that they might follow. 

Dur Champion entred the Liſts by the way 
kzom the Pallace ; where he no ſooner appeared, 
but all the beholders began to wonder, who it 
ſhould be, his Change of Armour making 
them no wile ſuſpect, that he was the Champion 
that had made himlelk lo famous in that place 
not long bekoꝛe. The Armour which he woze 
that dap, was ok a byight yellow colour, full 
of half Moons, overcalt with a rullet Coat.

[ured hun, averred it: The King having heard 
and ten all that palled, walked five or fir 
times about the room, in a pꝛokound flence, 
with his eyes fircd upon the ground: At laſt 
he breaks out with great Paſſion, and laid, 
(dircting his woꝛds to St. Patrick) O Knight, 
without reproach, thou Mirrour of Chival— 
ry, had the Fates: Honoured Sicily with thy 
Birth, I would look upon thee, as one of 
the Preciouſeſt Jewels in my Regal Diadem; 
but however, it was Oti.crwiſe ordered by 


the uncontroulable Powers, yet I purpoſe, 
that if Honour or Preferment, the Riches 
and Glory of Sicily, may be of any weight 
with you, that hencelorth thou ſhalt = 
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with me, and partake of my Fortune: I 
doubt not, but that you had Offers of this 
Nature from other Princes, before you came 
hither, yet, this does no ways diſcourage 


me from inviting you, nor put me our of 


hopes, but that you will comply with my 
deſire; if there were nothing elſe to move 


you to it, but the examples of the many 


Valiant Champions, Famous over all the 
World, who after they had viſited the moſt 
Famous Courts in the World, yet were con- 
tent at laſt, to take up their reſidence with 
my predecetiors at this Court. And for you 
Knight, if you will ſtay, here I paſs my 
Royal Promiſe before theſe Gentlemen, that 
you ſhall have as much Honour and Reſpect, 
as any Knight that ever was in Sicily. 
St. Patrick Was mightily lurpuled at this, 
kcaring that it he ſhould pert in his kozmer 
relolution of conng home to his own Coun- 
try, as he intended to do, at any rate, he 
ſhould lole the Kings Favour, which he had 
lo lately pzocured ; therefore he relolved to ex⸗ 
pꝛelg his mind, as Courreoufly as was poſli- 
ble, ſo as not to give the King any ground 
to hope that he ſhould tarcy ; fo obicrving that 
the King by lis (kedlact looking in his Face, 
expected a pꝛelent antwer, he addrelled him⸗ 
ſelf to hum in theſe terms. 
Moſt Miglity King, I muſt, acknowledge 
L 2 that 
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that there is more than words required in 
a man of my Character, to retaliate ſo great 
and ſignal Honours, as your Majeſty hath ten- 
dered to me, ever ſince I had the happineſs 
to ſee your face; ſo that now I am forced 
to acknowledg my ſelf unhappy m that I want 
opportunity to expreſs the ſame. As to what 
your Majeſty requires of me; I heartily wiſh 
it were in my Power to comply with your 
Demand, but it is now paſt help; for I have 
put my ſelf under an inevitable neceſſity, 
of begging your Majeſties Pardon in that 
Point. I have been for many years abſent 
from my Native Country, and have put on 
a reſolution, and put my felf under a pro- 
miſe to return with the firſt occaſion; ſo 
that now my hands are tyed up, that 
T cannot obey your Majeſties Demand in 

this point, for which I am heartily ſorry. 
The Ving finding him thus peremptory, 
reſolved to experts a great deal ot Grief, but 
no diſplcaſure at him; he told him, ſince it 
was la, he crpected that he would not be lud⸗ 
den in his departure: to which the other con⸗ 
ſented, and tarryed ſeveral days; but at laſt 
took [cave of the King, and all his Court, 
and was dilmilled with all the er pꝛeſſions of 
wongur imaginable.
